Florida's businessman Governor, Haydon Bums, was 

sworn into office at 12:03 yesterday and then launched 
into a speech oulining his plan for the state in the 
next two years of his term. 

Bums, in his inaugural address, said that this inau- 
guration marker] the beginning of a new era: one of new 
hopes, new dreams, new plans, new projects, anew era 
in state government. 

"We will be a proqierous state 
only so long as we have leadership. 
For this we look once again to our 
schools — and more especially to 
the kind of young men and wonien 
who are the products of our univer- 
sities. 

"We look to these higher institut- 
ions of learning also for the re- 
search they are doing — research 
that opens new frontiers of know- 
ledge—that contributes to our econ- 
omy in a variety of ways." 

Bums then said that to develop this 
kind of leader-labor force we must 
have quality as well as quandty in 
our educational system. To assure 
this he said that he shall a^^lnt 
a groiq) of educators and laymen to 
study the trimester system. 
"We must move forward rapidly 
to preserve what isgoodand desir- 
able, and to eliminate that which 
is undesirable in our system. Our 
young people are our most iirqwr- 
tant resource. . . " 
In outlining the general economic 
situation of the State he said that 
Florida was no longer totally d^en- 
dent upon tourism and agriculture 
for its prosperity, though both of 
these still play a vital role in its 
economy. 
". . .No longer is this just a win- 
ter playground — itisayeap-rouiKl 
mecca. . ." 
To support the picture he was pain- 
ting, Bums cited the influx and 
growth of industry, particularly U^t 
metals, chemicals, and boat-build- 
ing. He also pointed out that several 
large corporations have moved their 
adminiBtr«lve offices to Florida. 



Thesenewplans, though, were ex- 
tensions of Florida's present econo- 
mic gniAth. Said Bums, "We must 
exert every effort to not only bol- 
ster what we have, but to bring a 
soaring boost to our economy, by 
expanding business and industry, and 
attracting nevv' enterprises. . . 

When Burns taked alxlut education 
in Florida it too was in the context 

f economic growth: "We will only 
be a prosperous state so long as we 
have a well-trained labor supply. 
For this we look to our public sdwols 
--our junior colleges — our tedi- 
nicai and vocational schools.

W e have read Governor Bums' inaugural speech with great interest, 
and, it seems, ereat things can be expected in the next two years. There 
were, however, "certain points that indicated education may be taking a 
back seal to other considerations during the Gtovemor's tenure. 

Gbvernor Burns pointed out that, "An inaugural highlights our as- 
pirations for the future, that will be even more golden as we translate our 
2oals into realities." This is a fine avenue to pursue If our aspirations 
and the Governor's coincide. V\ e hope they wUl. of course, but the text 
of the speech has given us reason to belive otherwise. 

More than one reference was made to wide scale improvements to be 
brught about in Dade County. Is the Governor concerned about improve- 
ment for improvement's sake or for the sake of support in 1966. We hope 
the latter is nor the case as it could mean a "Damn the torpedoes, full 
steam ahead" for reelection attitude in the next two years. 

Sixteen paragraphs cf the speech were devoted to Florida's "soaring 
economy" while only rwc were givento education. Perhaps the educational 
hopes for Florida can le summea up in two paragraphs, but we believe 
education should receive equal billing and consideration with the com- 
mercial interests. This point, and the open Boardof Regents controver^ 
with former governor Bryant does not present a good solid launching pad 
for anN improvements In our educational system. 

It IS our hope that Governor Bums will reevaluate the importance of 
education untU it takes top priority in the affairs of Florida.

Looking Ahead 

The FSU Student Government has, year after year, 
absorbed the major portion of criticism handed out on 
campus. Much of this criticism has probably been jus- 
tified, but a great deal of it has been next to useless. 

The criticism, or more properly, the complaints we 
have heard have been of such a nature as to do little 
more than notify the SG there is unrest among the 
students. We question whether this unrest stems from 
immature desire to do some good old griping or a 
sincere concern with the affairs of Student Government 
and the campus. 

An important consideration in evaluating the operation 
of Stu(tent Government is the time element involved. Any 
good organization trying to coordinate the affairs of 
11,000 people would hire full-time, top notch officials. 
We can elect top-notch officials but they are never able 
to devote the time needed for administration of their 
offices. Nor can there be and continuity in this admini- 
stration with the one year term of office. 

We would hope that future critics would keep two points 
in mind before writing the damning letter of voicing 
the next gripe. First; is there enough personal interest 
in seeing Student Government improved to warrant a 
criticism? Second, is there a concrete, constructive 
suggestion that can accompany the criticism? Criti- 
cism is not worng. In fact it is a healthy state of affairs 
when approached with the two single consicterations 
given above. 

We expect quite a few opportunities to evaluate new 
programs instituted Student Government in the next 
few weeks. We have heard a number of good suggestions 
and plans from the SG offices since returning to school. 
If these do not meet with approval or constructive re- 
appraisal from the student body, a num.ber of ambitious 
projects will no doubt be assigned to the circular file. 

All we ask is the mature attitude that should be mani- 
fested whenever a person has a voice in the administra- 
tion of his government. j g

Corrections Program he heads at 
FSU, Fox told a session at a meeting 
of the American Association For the 
Advancement of Science that when 
the family fails to socialize an in- 
dividual, sociery has to step in. 

"It is much easier for the indivi- 
dual and for society when the soclal- 
izstion process takes place in the 
home, the school, the church, and 
other 'normal' agencies of social- 
ization, because the social controls 
wUl then have been Internalized in 
the individaul," he said. 

"External controls must be aR)lied 
by law enforcement agencies, courts 
and correctional Institutions and 
agencies when tills internalization of 
controls fails to occur. 
Criminology and corrections is 
concerned with this continuum ran- 
ging from rigidly internalized con- 
trols, on the one band, to the neces- 
sity for completely external controls 
over deviant persons who have in- 
ternalized no controls at all, on the 
other. 

"The extm of the necessary use 
of these external controls for the 
eventual achievemoit of internalized 
control in the deviant individual is 
the basic concept in criminology and 
corrections," 

When society performs the socially 
zing process it must recapitulate 
the process In the family and thus 
perform something of the mother's 
role and something of the fattier's 
Fox added. 
The "helping professions" such as 
welfare agencies, social work, clini- 
cal psychology, psychiatry and 
church groups "tend to assume the 
more permissive and 'nurturing' 
mother-functions" while the police 
the courts and correctional insti- 
tutions and agencies "assume a 
more authoritative and controlling 
function that recapitulates the 
father function," Fox said. 

'The antagonism between social 
work and many correctional pro- 
grams apparently results from the 
confusion of the mother-function 
and father-function in the re-social- 
ization process," Fox added. "This 
running antagonism has become in- 
tense in many places, thereby im- 
mobilizing the potentiator coopera- 
tion between social work and crimi- 
nology and corrections." 
FSU, whose Dept. of Criminology 
and Corrections is in the School 
of Social Welfare, with its graduate ooioo.o 
program in social work, avoids this 
conflict with "a balanced, coopera- 
tive and complementary program," 
he said. 

At the same time there is "a wide 
use of dther departments in the Uni- 
versity in order to get a realistic 
liberal arts education taught by 11- 
bttral arts peasie."

Everytime Barry steps out on the courts, he sets 
records scoring 55 points in Miami's opener against 
Tampa, and 45 against Yale in the Hurricane classic. 
Yale had mustered a three point lead over the 'Canes 
when Barry cut loose with 19 points in three minutes to 
clinch a Miami victory. 

In ten consecutive games he had led both teams in 
scoring and usually in rebounding. Last year, FSU held 
the wonder boy to minimum scoring in two close 
matched games which saw the Seminoles edge out Miami 
80-78 at home, and barely lose in an over time period 
in Miami 82-80. 

The Tribe will also have to contend with forward W&yne 
Beckner , guard John Dampier, and center Don Patrician, 
all threats when they have the ball. 

FSU has been plagued this year by fouls and rebounds, 
two categories wher. R . ; ty and his team mates excel. 
Barry and Becker both post over an .800 percent on free 
throw shots. (Barry sinking 109 out of 127, and Beckner 
37 of 44). 

The Seminoles will have their work cut out for them. 
Jerry Shirley leads the Tribe in the charity shooting de- 
partment hitting 16 for 17 for a .941 average. Ron Mal- 
men and Ken Leakey also have fine records for shooting 
foul shots. 

However the Cagers seem to commit more fouls than 
they shoot. Charlie Fairchild played five minutes in a 
game against Creighton over the holidays and committed 
five personal fouls. 

If the game with Miami is close near the finish, chances 
are Gary Schull will be given the opportunity to try 
his now famous 'last second attempt' . Schull won both 
the Florida and Tulsa game with a final second lay up 
shot. 

Pete Gonzalez should be trouble for the Miami team 
with his quick hands snatching the ball awav from an 
offensive man.

"Publish or perish" best sum- 
marizes this aspect of the larger 
problem. Promotion is apparently 
based more on the number of sch- 
olarly publications than on effect- 
iveness as a teacher. 

The well publicized case of the 
Tuft's professor who was discharg- 
ed is a prime example. He was 
Considered most effective in the 
classroom by the administration, but 
he had not published enough 
scholarly material. The fact that he 
had written a popular best 
seller called 'Tour Against 
Everest" did not matter. 

Even if a professor desires not to 
publish, he is virtually forced to do 
so if he wishes to advance. In ad- 
dition, the number of publications 
has become a new academic status 
symbol. 

The pressure to publish affects 
the student In two main ways. First, 
the professor has less time to de- 
vote to the student's needs; and sec- 
ond, there Is less necessity in being 
concerned with effectiveness as a 
teacher.

Referendum WLd Set Friday; 
Considers Trimester, Rights

Students will be given a chance Friday to sound off on two subjects of current con- 
troversy—students rights and the trimester— in a special referendum. 

On the referendum will be a trimester poll to determine student reaction to the 
system and a statement of Student Principles. 

Senator Joy Dickinson said that it is particularly important that seniors who were 
under the semester take the trimester poll for reasons of comparison with other sys- 
tems. 



Dickinson also said that for either 
part uf the referendum to have any 
meaning at all there must be mure 
than the required 25% of the student 
: dy voting. 

Senator Gene Steams, whopresen- 
•.ed the Student Rights resolution to 
senate, stressed this t"ol. 

"We need a great many student 
voting on this referendum to show 
that the student body Is really con- 
cerned with a clarificatiun of their 
rights." 

"If there is a strong enough vote 
on this referendum," said Steams, 
"we will be justified iti asking that

they be ammended tu the Student 
Body C'jnstiiutii'ii." 

He said thai there is a need for 
this codification of student rights 
since there is no clear-cut relation 
between students, faculty and 
administration. 

Before such codification Is possi- 
ble, though, Stearns added, the stu- 
dent body must pass the C'-nstltu- 
tional ammendment and the faculty 
senate and the administration must 
approve the change. 

In discussion with Dean of Students 
Harry P. Day, said Steams, the 
administration has reacted favor- 
ably toward the resolution. 
The statement contains three parts, 
the first of which enumerates the 
rights of students as they should be 
in the Student Body Constltutl. n.

Says Speaker

2) the right to Self -Government — 
which in a university Includes the 
right to participate actively in the 
formulation and enforcement of the 
regulations that govern the student 
as an individual. 

3) the right of recourse to Public, tratlon, 
Defined and Equitable Law — which 
quarantees adequate public state- 
ment of all laws: the communica- 
tion of thler necessity. Intent and 
application; and the equal and Im- 
partial Inforcement of these laws. 

4) the right of Due Process of Law — 
which is the right to trial by equals, 
and the power of the accused to waive 
that right; the right t- trial only 
after a complete investigation; the 



pr iven guilty, with no action taken 
until a final verdict is reached; the 
right to refuse to offer testimony 
against one's self, and the right to 
appeal a decision to a higher autho- 
rity. 

5) ttie right of association — ^wliichis 
the rigtu to be held accountable only 
for those actions personally com- 
mitted, and right of individuals to 
hold membership in an organization 
without being officially lestes as 
such.

Dangerous Walk 



It is always easier to realize the cause of an accident 
after it has happened than to avert a tragedy , but we feel 
many students who cross Tennessee Street every day are 
not taking even simple precautions to keep from being 
badly injured or even killed. 

It has been called to our attention by the Dean of Men's 
office that nearly six years ago an underpass was built 
near the Business Building for the students' safety, and, 
since then, traffic lights have bei n installed at the cor- 
ner one half block east. Students, late for class or a 
meal, are many times ignoring these two safe routes 
across Tennessee and are crossing at the most con- 
venient place. 

This is an especially dangerous practice in the early 
morning or early evening hours when traffic is the 
heaviest and fastest. 

We ask that those students who have to cross Tennessee 
to get from campus to their dorms or fraternity houses 
exercise mor( ( aution than has been demonstrated 
recently. An injury or death might wake someone up, 
but we hope that such a tragedy will not be needed! 

"Really Big" 

Since we have been at FSU we have had a number of 

opportunities to attend good entertainment sponsored by 
the Student Artist Series and other organizations. There 
is no question the shows have been good but there still 
seems to be somethini; lacking. 

We hear of Peter, Paul, and Marv at Florida or Van 
Cliburn at Miami and ask, "Why doesn't that happen 
here? " We understand the biggest factor is a lack of 
sufficient space to accomodate the number of people 
required to make such a presentation financially fea- 
sible. •' 

Westcott auditorium holds onlv 1600 people and the new 
Union ballrooms hold even less. A new 3000 seat 
auditorium is on the "want list" for the University 
but that cannot be expected for some time. Until such 
a time it seems Tully Gymnasium micrht serve the 
purpose and allow us to see some "really big" enter- 
tainment. 

Although the Gym might not accomodate certain en- 
tertainers we feel this space would be sufficient for 
larger groups who would surely attract a majority of 
the student body. 

We ask that those responsible for scheduling campus 
shows consider the use of Tully Gymnasium when 
plannir^ for the future.

There is a constant tabulation of 
American deaths In South Viet Nam 
in the nation's newspapers. In the 
several years that we have had "ad- 
visers" in South Viet Nam, over 
250 of them have died in action. 

There have been many emotional 
and logical questions as to why all 
these Americans have died. 1 would 
lilce to discuss another area of the 
world where Americans (military 
and civilians alike) are being killed 
at the average rate of over 130 each 
day. 

In this "Jungle" diere haven't been 
as many questions asked or public 
concern demonstrated, yet the death 
rate in two days an>roxlmately 
equals the total deaths in an active 
war in which quarters are neither 
given nor expected. 

The "jungle" is the highways and 



roads of our nation. The most com- 
mon reasons given for the fatalities 
are speed and drlnldi^. 

Several recent studies should cause 
enough doubt as to seriously ques- 
tion the above reasons. Deaths 
normally attributed to drinking and 
speed can better be explained by 
other reasons. 

Driving Inexperience In emergency 
situations, infen r tires, lack of 
safety belts and :her safeiy equip- 
ment, lack tf safery dividers bet- 
ween opposite lanes . f highways , Im- 
properly marked highways and rail- 
road crossings, etc., are directly 
or indirectly responsible for many 
fatalities attributed to other 
reasons.

Rudnytsky was on his way to de- 
liver a lecture. 



Annoyed at the omnipresent strains 
of what he called "bnngie-woogie," 
he asked a woman passenger to turn 
dowm her protable radio. She turned 



it up instead, and the professor 
struck. 

The professor was held ^n a charge 
aggravated assault and battery. 
Rudnytsky said that he "lost his 
head" and that all he was trying to 
do was to turn the radio down, but 
accidentally hit the w .man with It. 

Public reaction to Rudnytsky was 
alm.jst unamlm'jusly favorable 
pri>ptislng such emoluments as a 
Congressional Medal .f Honor, The 
Nobei Peace Fri/e; and a Federal 
grant to research the problem.

Dr. Rooert S. Mulliken, a member 
of the University of Chicago faculty 
for the past 36 years, arrived this 
week to become Distinguished Re- 
search Professor of Chemical Phy- 
sics in FSU's Institute of Molecular 
Biophysics. 

At Chicago Mulliken was co-direc- 
tor of the Laboratory of Molecular 
Structure and Spectra, where he had 
recently been engaged In rpsearch on 
molecular spectroscor\ with the 
support of grants from the Natli nal 
Science Foundation, U.S. Air Force 
and Office of Naval Research. He 
also was bmest De Witt Bunon 
Dlstlngulshea Service Professor in 
the Departmenst of Physics and 
Chemistry. 

Mulliken received his Ph. D. at 
Chicago in 1921. His early work Is 
credited with laying the cornerstone 
for diatomic spectroscopy. He has 
received numerous awards for hlB 
research. 

The most recent award was the 

John G. Klrkwook Medal for re- 
search In the physical sciences given 
Nov. 12 in New Haven. TheKlrkwood 
award la sponsored Jototly by the 
New Haven section of the American 
Chemical Society and by Yale Uni- 
versity's Department of Chemistry. 

He received the G. N. Lewis Gold 
Medal of the California Section of 
the American Chemical Society and 
the T.W. Richards Gold Medal of 
the .Northeastern Section of the 
.American Chemical Society, both In 
1960, and the Peter Debye Award of 
the American Chemical Soclen Ir.

pects, as a parent. 

All legislative and judicial author- 
ity of the community is vested In 
the .Administration. We are granted 
by the University, however, some 
aspects of self-government; an act- 
ive Student Government and an ef- 
fective coun system. 

Within the academic envlr .>nment, 
our rights as citizens have been un- 
duly restricted. In many cases we 
have been denied due process of law; 
we have had n. rec- urse to public, 
defined and equitable law; and mr 
right to appeal Administrative act- 
ions is non-existent. This denial of 
our natural rights has created an ar- 
tificial atmosphere of citizenship 
which has hindered the deveioinnent 
of social responsibility. 

Student organizntl. r.s d r. : have 
the rights of an individual. For the 
ultimate authority for group recog- 
nition on this campus is the Admin- 
istration. University recognition can 
be extended or removed any time at 
the discretion of the .Administration 
and such recognition precludes the 
privilege of usiog University facili- 
ties. 

The absence of rights f-r these 
organizations, such as the right of 
due process, docs not enhance our 



stature as a University and does 
little to improve the student's con- 
fidence in the Administration. Fiur- 
thermore. there is no codification of 
University law regarding behavioral 
standards or punishments for in- 
fractions. 

We, the Students (A Florida State 
University, recommend several 
changes in the social environment of 
this campus which, we feel, would 
provide not only a better atmos- 
phere f o r learning , but an experience 
in self-government and tJiedevelop- 
ment of responsibility which is In- 
valuable in the modem world. 

First, the enumeration of our rights 
as students in the Student BodyCon- 
stlmtion which should include; 

1. The rights of Free E;q)resslon- 
which are the rights of free speech, 
peaceful assembly, petition, andfree 
press. 

2. The right to Self-Govemment- 
which in a university Includes the 
right to participate actively in the 
formulation and enforcement of the. 
regulations that govern the studmt 
as an individual. 

3. The right of Recourse to Public, 
Defined, and Equitable Law-whlch 
guarantees adequate public state- 
ment (tf all laws: the communica- 
tion of their necessity. Intent, and 



application; and the equal aiKl impar- 
tial inforcement d ttese laws. 

4. Tte right of Due Process of 
Law-whlch is the right to trial by 
equals, and the power of the accused 
to waive that right; the right to trial 
only after a complete investigation; 
the right to be presumed Innocent 
until proven guUty, with no action 
taken until a final verdict is reach- 
ed; the right to refuse to offer tes- 
timony against one's self, aiKl the 
right to ai^al a decision to a high- 
er authority. 



5. The light of Associatlon-whlch 
is the right to be held accountable 
only for those actions personally 
conunltted, and the right <A indivi- 
duals to hold membership in an or- 
ganization vrithom being offlclaUy 
listed as such. 

Second, the codification of the 
rights and restrictions of Univer- 
sity recognized organizations, which 
would include for these organi- 
zations the right of due process of 
law. 

Third, tlie creation of an appelate 
court composed of four studous and 
four faculty members with the £>ean 
of Students presiding. This court 
should have appelate Jurisdiction 
over. aU aspectt of ctmgoB life.

Dual Mandate 

Governor Burns has made it evident in the last week 
that he is diametrically opposed to the trimester sys- 
tem. He has declared that he will spare no personal 
effort to see the system abolished. In order to el- 
iminate the trimester in Florida Burns has said he 
is willing to go over the heads of the Board of Regents 
and take action through the State Board of Education. 

There is considerable opinion in favor of doin^ away 
with the trimester in this and several other of the 
state universities in Florida. Students and professors 
alike frequently deride the system. 

Yet, we would like Gov. Burns to take note of the 
fact that at the same time the people of Florida is- 
sued his mandate, they issued another mandate to all 
politicians to keep hands off the state's educational 
system. This mandate came in the form of the pass- 
ing of .Amendment number two. 'n^ich created the 
board of Regents. From its inception this measure was 
designed to take education out of the sphere of pol- 
itics - it was promoted as such and the people passed 
it with the same intent. 

Gov. Burns had much to say about the trimester dur- 
ing his campaign. It is not unfounded to think of Mr. 
Burns mandate as a mandate for removal of the tri- 
mester. Yet. if all of the mandate is read - Mr. Burns 
wUl discover that the trimester must go by act of the 
Board of Begents not the Board of Education.

A new '12-shooter' target chamber, 
buUt in amacidneshoponcampus.is 
speeding up nuclear studies with 
FSU's tandem Van de Graa£f accel- 
erator. 

The new device, built by 30-year- 
old Geiman-bom Eric Feldl, is 
more versatile than any available 
before ih enabling researchers to 
probe the nuclear reactions which 
occur wiien the accelerator beam 
strikes a urget, physics Prof. Ro- 
bert H. Davis said. 

'By providing up to 14 different 
counter positions surrounding the 
target on rotating tables, it gives the 
nuclear scientist the equivalent of 
what a football coach would have if 
he could move 14 television cameras 
around to focus on all sides of a 
play,' said Davis, principal scientist 
for FSU's tandem Van de Graaff 
program. 

'It also is more precise in that 
it enables us to be sure the small 
beam of nuclear projectiles travel- 
ing for more than 100 feet through 
the accelerator is focused exactly 
on the target, which is only one- 
sixteenths of an inchwide,"he said. 
'An Investigator can look through a 
small window and determine tills. 
If not focused, a smallhand adjust- 
ment may be made and the exper- 
iment can proceed," Davis stated. 
The 12-shooter designation comes 
from a device on the bottom of the 
taiget chamber which will hold 12 
tai^ets, any one of which can be 
swung Into position beforethe accel- 
erator beam without breakii^ the va- 
cuum through which the beam 
travels. 

This and other features which are 
time-saving are important, since the 
accelerator is In use 24 hours a day 
seven days a week. Some seven fac- 



ulty liitinbers and 30 graduate stud- 
ents now are using ihe accelerararon 
various experiments. 
The chamber. Is so close to what 
scientists want for a target chamber 
that a commercial firm has adopted 
It and already has urders from as 
far away as a tandem \'an de Graaff 
laburatury in Germany, acc>jrdlng to 
Davis. 

• It Is the fourthgeneratlon' chamb- 
er devised by Feldl since he came 
to FSU's Nuclear Research program 
in 1958 as instrument maker and de- 
signer. 

A master craftsman who pursues 
his craft with mass production and 
automation all around him, Feldl 
had originally intended to get a un- 
iversity education and become a friiy- 
slclan. 

Ambitions for a medical career 
ended for Feldl when he was 10. 
His father was killed while serving 
on the eastern fri nt in 1944. When 
Feldl completed his prep school 
work at 15 he began apprenticeship 
f 'T a j lb. 

He was able to take some courses 
at a technical coll^. however, and 



since his apprenticeship waj 
University of Munich he w 
to attend some courses there.

The natural sciences claim only 
15,000 women or l(J% of the total. 
Figures show that the number of 
women in science and engineexing 
is declining. 

Ann Fleishel, undergraduate in bio- 
logy, and Lin Pollard, graduate in 
gC'^logy, were FSU representatives 
t J a "Symposium of American Wo- 
nien In Science and Engineering" 
sponsored by the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology Association of 
Women Students , where these figures 
were shown. 

This conference, Oct. 23 and 24 at 
MIT, di^wVOOdel^ates and visitors 
from universities and professional 
occupations throughout the country. 
It discussed the waste of valuable 
intellectual resources In the United 
Slates. 

Chairman of the MIT Corporation, 
ames R. Klllian, jr., cited the par- 
doxes of the status of women In 
\ merica. Although significant num- 
bers of women in the United States 
have access to higher education 
longer than women in any other 
c untry, the "1960 Report of the 
i resident Commission dn National 
Cjoals" emphasized that "The full- 
est development of every individual 
is hindered by underestimating the 
potential of a majority of women." 

A similar conclusion was Indicated 
in a national Manpower Council Re- 
port on "Women Power," which 
showed that women fill a smaller 
proponlon of the U.S. Professional 
and semi-professional occiqiatlons 
than they did 25 years ago. 

Major employers of professional 
personnel In science and engineer- 
ing insisted, however, that oppor- 
tunities for women are steadily in- 
creasing. 



Klllian summed up the statistical 
trends and the employer comments, 
"The rapid growth of populatton in 
the professions, especially in 
science and engineering, will bring 
enlarged opportunities for women, 
although the increase In opportuni- 
ties will not be In proportion to tbe 
increase in tbe numbers of scientists 
and engineers. 

'The role of women in the pro- 
fessions must be designed to be com- 
patible with marriage and tbe rear- 
ing of families. This means espec- 
ially that new and convenient ways 
must be devised so that women may 
have families and still continue their 
education." 

Alice S. Rossi, assigned to the 
Committee on Human Development 
at the University of Chicago, has 
concluded from her research and 
personal exp)erlence that the ques- 
tion of marriage is a determining 
factor in understanding why so few 
women number among tbe nation's 
scientists -engineers. 

"The more degrees a women pos- 
sesses beyond a bachelor's degree, 
the less Ukely she is to marry: and 
women who choose to dedicate them- 
selves to some of these more de- 
manding professions may not marry, 
not because they are not chosen by 
men, but because tb^ find fewer 
men worth accepting, and because 
marriage Is not an exclusive life 
goal," said Miss Rossi. 
She ui^ed the cultivation of the 
analytical abilities necessary In 
science and the enc< uragement of 
Independence and self-reliance in 
women. For the woman who wants 
a family life. In addition to work- 
ing, part time employemtn doli^lab 
work or computer programming 
were suggested by other speakers.

Blackwell has taught at Furman and 
the University of North Carolina.

He has served as a member of the 
commission on Administrative Af- 
fairs of the American Council on 
Education and on the Executive Com- 
mittee of the State University Asso- 
ciation.

The Board of Regents also ap- 
proved a new five year contract — 
through 1969 — ^for head football 
coach BUI Peterson.

given an FSL' football coach — was 
forwarded to the Regents three days 
before the 39-19 Gator Bowl victory 
over the University of Oklahoma. 

Controversy too, was involved in 
yesterday's meeting.

We urge every student to vote for the "Statement of 
Principles" in tomorrow's referendum ballot, but only 
after the student has a full understanding of what is 

involved. 

This is not an "administration go to hell" statement 
nor is it intended as a rebellion against the administra- 
tive authority of the school. If this were the case we 
could not urge a favorable vote. 

The statement is, in essence, a clear-cut voicing of the 
rights that students feel to be inherent in the university 
communit\'. It says we are ready to accept the respon- 
sibility that goes with the rights and that we have the 
mature attitude that is called for when accepting this 
responsibility. 

There has been a certain feeling since the Pow Wow 
incident that a lack of good judgement by the student 
will result in discipline handed down swiftly by the 
administration. 
If the student accepts the responsibility for his actions 
(as the "Statement" implies) then the manner in which 
future discipline is determined will hopefully depend 
primarily on the student. 

We are then saying two basic things by voting in favor of 
tomorrow's "Statement of Principles" referendum; 1. 
Our basic right as a university student is to accept and 
exercise responsibility for our actions. 2. We have the 
responsibility to judge and discipline anyone who abuses 
this right. 

These are simple concepts but carry great import. We 
ask that all stu(tents consider their ability to accept the 
mature responsibility called for before voting.

Tom Riggins, fouiuler and past 
chairman of the FSU Young Peoples 
Socialist LeagiK, at Liberal Forum 
Sunday night blamed the United 
States for the receiK Coi^o massa- 
cres. 

Speaking on "American Imperia- 
lism in the Congo. Riggins charged 
that the MoiseTshombe government, 
supported by the United States, bad 
slaughtered thousands of Congolese 
Blacks. In retaliation, he said, the 
Black insurgents of the National 
Liberation Front liad killed a few 
Whites. 

He maintained that the United Sutes 
intervention on behalf of Tshombe 
had led directly to the killings. 

•The UnUed States-Belgian air- 
lift into Stanleyville," he claimed, 
"sparked the killings of whites 
there." He added that "It has 
never been definitely establisiied 
whether these whites were murdered 
or were killed when they got in the 
way of the flgfacing there." 

He characterized the Tshombe go- 
vernment as a "brutal dictatorship 
maintained by the United States and 
Belgium to enable tlieir business 
interests to exploit the Congo's re- 
sources." 

The Congolese National Liberation 
Front , be felt, represented the pan - 



tribal, nationalistic interests of Pa- 
trice Lumumba, the assassinated 
first Congolese premier. 

'The Liberation Front wants to ex- 
ploit the Coi^o's wealth for the 
benefit of the people." he continued. 
'This is tmacceptable to United 
States and Belgium business in- 
terests," he said. 

He described Tshombe and his 
predecessor, CyrUle Adoula, as 
"pawns" of these business in- 
terests, only interested in what they 
could "get out of the deal for their 
own personal interests." 

Admitting that the Congolese 
"rebels" received aid from the 
Soviet Union, Red China, and cer- 
tain African nations, be said that 
these nations were not economically 
able to give much material aid, but 
only moral encouragement. 

'The Congo." he concluded, 
"shows the New. struggling for 
freedom against the Old which tries 
to Justify Itself by repeating the same 
old lies." 

At a business meeting after 
Riggins' talk, Liberal Forum voted 
to send Lloyd Lewis as a del^ate 
and Walt Renn as an official obser- 
ver to respond to an invitation by 
Jim Groot and tte campus Univer- 
sity Party to appear before their 
platform committee.

Johnson Policy 
Says McPherson

"It will be more of the same. The 
style will probably change. The re- 
presentation will be more firm con- 
cerning negotiations. But, the pre- 
sent policy is the only one that makes 
sense," stated Harold McPherson 
in an Interview when asked how he 
felt about the foreign policy under 
the Johnson administration. 

McPherson, who was the speaker 
f r the Religion in Life Series last 
night, holds the position with the 
State Depanment as Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Educational and 
Cultural Affairs, 

•This office, " said McPherson, 
"was created in 1948 and I am tlie 
third person to hold it. It is a tool 
of our foreign ambassadors through 
education and culture." 

"A $60 million program Is ad- 
ministered, $30 million of which 
is through Fulbright Fellowships," 
he said, "The Fulbright Fellowship 
is sometimes able to establish cul- 
tural threads with a nation when our 
ambassadors are unable to establish 
any ties. About 7,500 foreign stu - 
dents per year are sponsored." 

"Another portion of the program is 
the Foreign Leaders," he said. Peo- 
ple from our country , who are 
trained in a specific field are sent 
to another country to set up shop. 
Then the people there can learn the 
business." 

'The departnnent also has Cultural 
Presentations. They finance foreign 
tours for big-name musical enter- 
tainers and symphonies." 

McPherson's lecture forthe series 
was "Ethics and Politics". When 
asked if politics were on an ethical 
level, he stated, 'There are dirty 
politics, but everyone Is a politician, 
and politics are relative to the situa- 
tion. You cannot condemn a politi- 
cian anymore thanyou can a business 
man."

Dean of Students, Harry Day, today 
issued a statement concerning the 
Student Bill of Rights to be voted on 
today by FSU students. 

"Basically I am in favor of the 
student statement of rights aiid res- 
pv nsibiliiies, but I have s jnie re- 
servatii'iis a';- ut ;he language. 

"1 think thru i: is inaccurate to say 
students ha\ e leen denied due pro- 
cess of lav.' and the right to appeal. 
1 think, however, there are some 
changes which should be made in 
the court. 

"I would like to see jurisdiction f I r 
an appealate court studied ve: 
carefully. 

"Finally I'd like t see a c n;- 
plete statement drawn-up giving an 
explanation of d'un system we now 
have and the present appeals sys- 
tem as i think such a statement would 
. oarify questions. 

'The idea of drawing a statement 
of rights and responsibilities is im-

"black mark" which will foUowthat 
person for the rest of his life. 
Surely, the students on this campus 
Innocent or guilty, deserve all of 
the benefits of justice which have 
historically evolved in our civiliza- 
tion. 

The statement itself recognizes 
that the administration need not 
grant us our requests. We have 
presented them in good faith and we 
are confident that the administration 
will accept them as such. 

1 can only encourage all students 
to carefully consider this statement 
and vote for its passage," con- 
cluded Steams.

The testing showed that our cable 
covering wouldn't be attractive to 
pholads. and in nearly fiffcrn vfars of 
experience with undersea telephone 
cables we have peacefully shared the 
ocean bottom with them. 

But we had to be sure we could. In 
the telephone business, reUabihty is 



everything. We must do all we can to 

safeguard service from interruption. No 
threat is too small to ignore, not even 
that posed by a tiny moUusk. 

Right now we've got othei problems.

Undergraduates voted 2165 to 259 in favor of the State- 
ment with 320 abstentions. This is more than the nec- 
essary 25% needed for the note. 

Graduate voters were counted separately . They voted 
115 to 13 in favor of the Statement with 34 abstentions.

In all, a total of 2,906 students 
voted. There were 2280 votes for 
and 272 against with a total of 354 
abstentions. 

In percentages 78.5 7 voted "yes', 
9.3 , and 12.2 abstained. 

"We were sorr>' that more students 
didn't vote but since there were only 
3 polls, two of which closed for 1 
hour during the day, and since it was 
I-riday, we feel the voting was as 
heavy as could he expected," said 
Senator Gene Steams, sponsor of the 
Statement. 

"The results are encouraging in 
that 1%% of those voting, voted 

"yes" , he added. 

Student Senate is already working 
on plans for the appellate court, 
section three of the "Bill" accord- 
ing to Stearns.

valuation of students' opinions by 
a rating system of 1, 2, or 3, in 
order of importance. Studentswere 
asked to rated what they liked and 
disliked about the trimester.

".Many honors and positions were 
left off the present point system 
and it is generally obsolete," Miss 
Killian said.

September 22. 1961 Cont^rrss established the Peace 
Corps, and with it set forth three main objectives. These 
objectives are: 

1. Help people of other countries meet their needs for 
trained manpower. 

2. Help promote a better understanding of the Amer- 
ican [xoplc on the part of the peoples served. 

3. Help promote a better understanding of other peo- 
ples on the part of the American people. 

Since its inception the Peace Corps has come a very 
long way. In the some four years it has existi d. the 
Corps has grown until, at present, it can boast of 10,000 
workers in 42 countries around the world. 

We feel this is an accomplishmentone cannot overlook. 
It's not easy to recruit volunteers when about the only 
drawing cards are extremely low pay. hardship condi- 
tions, and little individual recognition. 

Evidently the Americans n^nv ac t ivelv engaged in Peace 
Corps workaroundthe worldfeel.aswedo, that the pur- 
pose and the results of their work far overshadow the 
hardships endured. 

It is apparent that the Peace Corps has proven to 
be more than a fly-by-night political tool. It was 
conceived and has progressed in a spirit of inter- 
national good-will, and a desire to extend brother- 
hood to men of all nations. 

In this era of skepticism such idealistic concepts 
might be considered "square" by some people, but 
10,000 young Americans don't seem to think so. 

This week has been proclaimed Peace Corps Week 
on campus by President Blackwell, We urge every 
student to support the various activities sponsored 
at FSU by the Peace Corps during the next few days.

The Building and Grounds Depan 
mem recently undenook several 
small improvment projects on cam- 
pus. Together they probably don't 
cost as much as the ro >f on the uni- 
versity tool shed but they promise 
to make the campus a more beauti- 
ful place. 

Most unavoidable of the new pn - 
jects IS the cause of the diggings 
anu plowing on Landis Green. When 
all the mud has dried and the holes 
are filled up, students will discover 
a set of criss-cross sidewalks on 
the green joined in the middle by a 
new fountain. 



The fountain at the center of the 
green will be a circular pool 14 
feet in diameter surrounded by a 
12 foot band of sidewalk. The foun- 
tain itself will be three tiers of 
spray rising out of the center of 
the pool. The lowest tier will fall 
almost to the edge the pool. 

The second will be a little small- 
er and the center of the fountain 
will :.e a single jet of water ris- 
ing vertically to about eight feet. 

At night the new fountain will be 
lit from below the water level with 
colored light which will constantly

quality of education. 

It is ironic that the proposal sh uld 
come out of student government, rhe 
social responsibility of that body was 
well demonstrated in last year's ef- 
fort to integrate the restaurants. 
Faced with a real and vicious chal- 
lenge to individual dignity, racial In- 
tolerance, student government ex- 
erted Its leadership and did an ef- 
fective nothing. Now they try to in- 
stigate a kangaroo court in the name 
of natural rights.

"The Dean's off ices at the south end 
of the second floor of Westcott are 
being remolded at the estimated cost 
of $8,000," Assistant Dean of Stu- 
dents John K. Arnold said today. 

This is another step in the moderni- 
zation of Westcott which began over 
a year ago with the remodeling of 
the executive offices in the north end. 
Since then ttie Business Manager's 
office and Counseling Service have 
been modernized. 

The work, being done by the Uni- 
versity maintenance dept., will re- 
sult in a complete facelifting of 
rooms 201 and 202. The ceiliiigs 
will be lowered and new lighting 
and air-conditioning ducts will be 



installed. 
Wall to wall carpeting will replace 
broken linoleum tile, and wood pane- 
ling will cover the old walls. New 
type windows and sun deflectors will 
be installed for better use of light 
and less glare, said Arnold. 

Room 201 is being divided to ac- 
comodate the Assistant Deans of Men 
and Women. Institutional Research 
and Service which previously occu- 
pied room 201, will relocate m the 
old Assistant Dean of Women's of- 
fice in Longmire. The Assistant 
Dean of Men's office In Longmire 
will be occupied by the University 
Chaplain. 
Dean Arnold, who is temp<irarily 
located in tlie basement of Long- 
mire expressed hope that ttie work 
will be finished by Feb. 1.

It seems that although voting was good last Friday, the 
polling places were extremely insufficient for the size 
of the FSU student body. 

This problem has been noticed in the past, specifically 
in the campus-wide Student Government elections, but 
we have never heard any suggestions to change the situa- 
tion. We believe the often times poor turnouts for 
elections might be improved if all students had easy 
access to a poll. 

In the referendum election of last Friday there were 
three polls on campus; one at Bryan Hall, one at the 
library, and one at the University Union. These are 
good locations, Iwt it is entirely feasible that even half 
the student body didn't pass any of these points during 
the day. 

Generally during political elections, there is one more 
poll set up, at Smith Hall. We would like to suggest a 

few more locations that might prove advantai^eous to a 
large voter turnout when we elect the next student body 
president. 

A polling place could be set up on one of the heavily 
traveled walkways both behind and in front of the Math- 
Meteorology and Education buildings. Other good spots 
might be near Florida or Dorman Hall, in front of the 
Seminole Club, and if possible, in front of the heavily 
populated Sweet Shop. 

Voting regulations might prohibit this last suggestion, 
but it does indicate the possibUities that could be 
explored. 

We realize that Student Senate recently defeated a 
move to place a poll in Alumni Village.' Perhaps it 
wasn't needed there, we're not certain, but we hope the 
vote didn't indicate an attitude that no more polls are 
needed on campus. 

We would ask the Elections Commission to seriously 
consider giving the students more polling places.

: Florida's new Governor Haydon 
Bums will address himself to is 
the abolishment of the controversial 
trimester system. Ina i^entTampa 
speech. GDvemor Burns (reported 
in the St. Petersburg Times) made 
it clear thai the trimester system 
was a failure and that no study was 
needed show him of this fact. 

It seems strange that a man who 
stressed the need for new and more 
vigorous statewide research pro- 
grams in his inaugural address 
Would express the opposite view- 
point only a few days later towards 
an area desperately needing some 
objective, soundly investigated in- 
formation. It's an uncomfortable 
feeling to know that the governor's 
first ar.p ^-tant pn.iject is to oypass 
a newly ^- rested and hopefully not- 
puliti.-al Board of Regents to sway 
the Board of Education into a hasty 
decision about a problem that might 
need -nly thoughtful revision. 

Let ir,e state at this p<_)int tiia; iny 
own coi-A ictiuns lean toward a tn- 
mester-type uni . ersity system sim- 
ply necause it seems more feasible 
to meet the upcoming educational 
needs of the state, but that if some 
carefully planned and objective in- 
vestigation showed this system to be 
less practical and desirable than 
some other systerrj - then my opin- 
ions would : e ciia: ^:e. 
At this point, however, it seems 
essential to pose cenain questions 
that any person who is genuinely 
interested in the educational policy 
of Florida's universities should ask 
bef re making quick decisions about 
a revamping program. 

1) What actual evidence is there; 
show that the trimester system is 
inferior to the semester system? 
Are students doing p(jorer work now 
than they did before or du they inly 
claim to be doing poorer? Are there 
psychological or motivational fac- 
tors that are present now that 
weren't present before, that are 
making the trimester system, in- 
effective? If so. what are these? 
Are the graduates unuer the trimes- 
ter system less capaoie than ih- se 
under the old system and if s have 
employers made this kn wiP 

2) How much w ,uld it cost to re- 
turn to the semester system? Would 
it actually be worth it? 

3) Has the trimester system really 
been given a lung enough trial to show 
weaknesses or advantages? 

4) What are the actual differences 
between the various school year 
systems? Do these differences lead 
to ac-jdemic learning differences 
among students or ..niy differences 
in students' opinions? 

5) Is there any best system? If so, 
what evidence.js there to back it up? 

Undoubtedly, more general and 
specific questions have been left out 
that should be included. F r people 
wh.; are unfamiliar with edm-.nional 
research methods, let me .-^late that 



answers to the above questions are 
not easily found. There would be a 
lai^ amount of time and effon ex- 
pended to get a partial answer to any 
one of them. Let me suggest, how- 
ever a tentative research prognun 
that might sbed some objective in- 
formation on the trimester- 
semester problem. 
This investigation would be jointly 
participated in by the Stale's three 
major institutions: The University 
of Florida, FloridaStatellnivereity 
and the University of South Florida. 

Each school would select one high 
level administrator and one edu- 
cational researcher from its staff. 
These would be selected on the bases 
of competence to objectively engage 
in a project of this sort - not on the 
basis of being pro or con on the 
trimester issue. 

These six individuals would meet at 
a central location this summer to 
investigate the research avenues 
that could be taken on this question. 
Ii :h the Board of Education and the 
newly appointed Board of Regents 
should be invited to participate. 
However, the actual research pro- 
cedures should be developed by the 
university members. Also at this 
time, various students and faculty 
members' opinions on both sides of 
the question should be explored - 
which may help informing questions 
to be placed on a questionaire, sug- 
eest problems that might arise, t :. . 

file <main purpose of this sym- 
posium would be to outline and draw 
up an acceptable research program 
that could go into effect September 
1965. At this time and continuing 
through the first trimester, the 
Jata gathering process would be 
used to analyze the information and 
to begin working on a repon out- 
lining the results and various pro- 
posals. This Information should 
then be given to the Board of 
Education and the Board of Regents 
for a final decision. Let the evi- 
dence be their guide. 

In the past, this issue has been on 
of opinions. It's time for all the 
schools to put their heads together 
: look at some real evidence on the 
trimester-semester question. It 
seems to me this is a better pro- 
cedure than to say without sound 
basis, "The system is a failure - 
let's change it.-"

Of the nine seperate planks in the 
University platform not one was car- 
ried out. 'fhe Student Party was not 
much better making six original pro- 
mises and only making motions at 
accomplishing one.^ 

Of the 11 planks common to both 
platforms, one was carried out, two 
arc in the planning stage, one has 
created more problems than it has 
remedied, and one was put into ef- 
fect by the previous administration. 

The one project that Wo'; carried 
out was the filming of a li: . ■. r' 
promotional movie. Mert;iig -aid 
that the movie resulted from no 
one's definite plan, but really came 
about because the former promo- 
tional movie was obsolete. 

Merting then said th.,t tho prese nt 
movie was not actually helpful in 
recruitment for FSU since it dealt 



with the university system in gener- 
al rather than this university in par- 
ticular. 

Student Government's pan in this 
project was a $1,000 allocation for 
its production. 

Still in the planning stage is a 
$50,000 field house- permanent cir- 
cus building, and a revision of wo- 
men's rules. Women's Senate has 
taken the lead in the revision study, 
by polling women's dorms of the 
subject. 

The two other planks the lawmakers 
even considered were improving the 
transportation system on campus — 
a situation that has gone from worse 
to worser — and the formation of a 
personnel bureau — which was done 
in the last weeks of the John Smith 
administration. 

On the list of half accomplished 
aims could go the ambiguousphrase 
"better communications with the 
student body, administration, and 



legislature." 

Here certain member- of the stu- 
dent body (dorms, house, and fra- 
ternity presidents) administrators, 
and the state legislators recievedw 
"SG News Letter." 

The University Party at least looks 
like they are making an attempt at 
carrying out last year's platform 
this year. The party's platform 
started with a promise for more 
active part in student government 
for married students. Jim Groot, 
UP presidential candidate, fits that 
category. 

Other planks were: stronger rela- 
tions with the Dean of Students; 
Olympic trials and Pam-Am games 
at FSU after the pool is conq)leted 
effective Student Government pro- 
gram for new union ( the union has 
Its own governing body); foreign 
snntent exchange. 

Co-operation with the Southern Un- 



iversity Student Government Asso- 
ciation (something that's been done 
for several years): utilize student 
artist series to get better entertain- 
ment. 

More participation by graduate stu- 
dents: and more co-operation with 
junior college transfers. 
The Student Party has thought about 
one of their planks, anyway, that of 
reapportioning senate — Senate's 
formed a committee. Other parts of 
the platform, which was written 
whUe FSU's negro students were 
being refused service at off campus 
restaurants, included a civil ri{^ts 
plank.

respectful at all times.

Wanted: Polls 

Jim Groot, University Party candidate for student body 
president, will address the Student Senate today in a plea 
to increase the number of polling places. 

Groot has carefully researched the situation and has ob- 
tained the use of 20 voting machines from City officials 
that can be used in the upcoming election. 

By utilizing the machines, the elections commission 
will be able to tally vote totals in a matter of minutes, 
thus eliminating the necessity of long and costly hours 
at the IBM tabulation office. 

With the machines, the number of polling places cciuld 
be increased from the present four or five. This would 
give the entire student body a chance to cast a vote and 
thus, for the first time, fully participate in the election 
of their representatives. 

The idea that "any student who really wants to vote 
will <rn I., ,,;.e of the already existing polling places" is 
outdated. With the vast crowds around the existint^ polls 
during class changes, the large number of students that 
have classes far from the present polls, and the many 
married and graduate students who must find time to 
manage a family, a job, and classes much less have 
time to vote, make multiplying the voting stations impea- 
tive. 

While the'Tlambeau" does not nercessarilv support 
Groot's plan against any others that may be proposed 
we do hope that Senate will think of their constiuents 
on this problem and find a method of improving 
the polling procedure.

FSU Researcher 
Studying 5and 

A graduate student, Stanley V. Mar- 
go lis, is using an electron micro- 
scope to study siurface markings of 
sand grains and thereby help estab- 
lish their origin under the J. M. Hu- 
ber Corporation Fellow^iip in Econ- 
omic Geology newly provided to FSU. 

The Huber Corporation, one of the 
principal suppliers of kaolin to the 
paper industry, has a Clay Division 
with headquarters at Huber, Ga., 
near Macon. 

Prof. B. F. B'uie of the Depart- 
ment of Geology has served as con- 
sultant with diis division for the 
past several years in exploration 
for new kaolin d^sits. 

It was through this connection that 
$2,180 was made available by the 
company for a one-year fellowship 
which is unrestricted as to type of 
research. 

Margolis is the holder of the fellow- 
ship. He studied for three years at 
Queens College and for one at the 
University of Miami, getting his 
bachelor's degree in marine geology 
at Miami last June. 

At Queens Margolis worked with 
Dr. David Krinsley, who developed 
a new technique by which surface 
markings of fine grains of sand can 
be magnified 7,000 times under the 
electron microscope, showing in 
sharp detail the telltale surface 
markings. 

The markings have been used to 
determine the difference between 
wind-trani^rted sand, such as is 
found in dunes, and water-trans- 
ported sand, such as is found on 
beaches. 

Margolis hoped to be able to dis- 
tinguish between sand grains which 
have been transported by salt water 
and those which have been wadied 
by fresh water. 

By determining bow the sand grains 
have been tran^rted Margolis will 
have clues as to the conditions and 
environment of dqwsitlon of sands 
and also may obtain some dues with 
which to locate <days and other ma- 
terials foundinassociationwlthpar- 
ticular sands.

Every afternoon a slight-built man dressed in a gar- 
net and gold warm-up suit, holding a stop watch, is seen 
standing by the pole vault pit on FSU's track. He is 
Coac h Mike Long, who's beginning his 11th year as 

varsity track coach of the Seminoles. 

Long coached track for several 
years in Sarasota and Ft.

student Senate yesterday passed a bill and agreed to 
-tudy a resolution designed to bring about sweeping 
changes in FSU student elections. 

The package of legislation was presented to the Senate 
bv a task force of University Party candidates and office 
holders including Jim Groot. UP candidate for Studetrt 
Body President, and Julian Proctor, unofficial UP 
Senate floor leader. 

Proctor ipiroduced the bill, which 
would change election day from 
Tuesday to Wednesday and run-off 
from Thursday to Friday, commen- 

ing that he felt this would allow 
larger number of students to vote. 

Senate passed the bill despite 
strong opposition from several 
Senators led by Senator Gene 
Steams. 

One of Steams major objections 
to the bill was that it by passed the 
work of the committee extablished 
by an earlier resolution. 
Steams said that the Senate was 
ignoring the study done by the pre- 
vious committee and proceeding a- 
gainst the advice of some of its own 
members. 
When the resolution was brought to 
the floor it was also the subject 
of a heavy floor flight and was 
amended twice, changing substan- 
tially the effect of the measure. 
The original resolution called f < r 
the establishment of a list of polling 
places and the use of voting machines 
for the 1965 student body elections. 

By means of the two amendments 
Senate deleted all but the enacting 
clause of the resohiiion and changed 
it to directtheclectlonsandappoint- 
ments to investigate the use and 
location of voting machines on the 
campus. 

It was Steams move to send the 
resolution to the elections and ap- 
pointments committee. 

After Proctor had introduced both 
the resolution and bill he thenyielded 
ihe floor to Groot for anexplanation 
of the legislation.

sage i>f the bill citing the fact that 
in two recent student body elections 
less than 30% of the student body 
voted. 

Asking why so few students voted 
on the referendum last Friday 
Groot noted that only three polling 
places were set up on campus for 

that tally. 

"We cannot expect 12,000 students 
to move through three polls in less 
than three hours" said Groot. 

.According to Information Groot 
quoted from Mrs. Wilma Sullivan, 
Leon County Supervisor of Registra- 
tion, there should be one polling 
place for each 300 students and

Senator Stearns 
Replies To Bill 

Senator Gene Steams today, gave 
the "Florida Flambeau" this state- 
ment concerning Senate Bill 16, 
which Senate passed Wednesday. 
"Senate Bill XVI passed Wednesday 
by Student Senate, amended the elec- 
tions code by changing devoting date 
from Tuesday to Wednesday. 

"Strangely enough, this bill will 
have no effect on any elections. This 
is because it places the statutes in 
direct concradicUon with the Student 
Body Constitution which, of course, 
take precedence. 
• • That document states that the pri- 
mary election must be bieidon the 
second Tuesday in Fdjniary. The 
amendment process for the Consti- 
tution Involves not only a two -thirds 
vote df the Senate, but a referendum 
of the entire Student Body. 

"So the statutes now read that the 
election shaU be held on the second 
Wednesday In February. In this 
case, the change Senate made yes- 
terday is wortliless. 
"In the future, the Senate and the 
student body should be wary of ap- 
parently simple solialons to campus 
problems. 

"In no instance, should political 
pressure force the immediate adop- 
tion <rf legislation wltho« due con- 
sideration by the Senate. Due con- 
siderationcan certainly not be given 
to major legislation during a two 
hour Senate meetJng." concluded 
Steams.

Every good yearbook should full- 
fill the five yearbook functions or 
pun'ose? according to ACP's policy 
ut judtiiifc. These functions are a 
record of the year, memory book 
of students, public relations me- 
dium, student project, and reference 
book. 

The yearbook is the only permanent 
record of the year's history in many 
schools, and as such it should "be 
as complete as possible in coverage 
of facts and events," say ACP 
Judges. 

ACP believes that the yearbook s 
first purpose Is to serve as memory 
book of students. "The popularity 
of every yearbook, regardless of 
quality is in direct proportion to the 
number and quality of the pictures 
of students In the book," they said. 
As a public relations medium tlie 
yearbook acquaints readers in the 
community with the school and its 
activities. 

"The yearbook should give students 
opportunities for expression of 
talent and exercise of important 
responsibilities," said the judges. 

"As a reference bo 'k , the book's 
plan and design should make facts, 
faces and information easy to find," 
say ACP officials of the fifth func- 
tion of the yearbook. 

Judging is based on nine divisions 
each of which is rated from poor 
to superior. The first division is 
concerned with yearbook design 
which emphasizes the plan of the 
book, special pages, design details, 
type, plan. 

The other eight sections — adminis- 
tration and faculty, academic 
content, seniors or album, under- 
classes, organizations and activi- 
ties, athletics, student life, special 
matter — ^Judge photo content, edi- 
torial content, content display, and 
content treatment.

Women's Senate 
Revamps KC 

The Wontjen's Senate passed yes- 
terday in Its regular meeting, a 
Senate resolution whldi pro- 
vided for the complete revamping 
of the Knowledge for College hand- 
book. 

Introduced by Senator Diana Single- 
tar\, the bQl resolved that 1) The 
rules and regulations governing wo- 
men students be reorganized into 
a new handbook; 2) It be given a 
nam.e other than Knowledge for Col- 
lege; 3) This handbook be mailed to 
all new woman students preceding 
their entrance; 4) The test which is 
currently given to undergraduate 
women students in dieir first tri- 
mester at FSU be eliminated and 
a substitute testing or review mea- 
sure be enacted in accordance with 
the new rules book. 



In requesting new funds from the 
Board of R^ents, Day's original 
plan for FSU was to ask for an over- 
all Increase of $7 in the registra- 
tion fee. 

The $17 increase now being pro- 
posed came from the Board of Re- 
gents office after consideration of 
the needs of the University of Flor- 
ida, South Florida, and Florida At- 
lantic, as wdl as those of FSU. 

Besides health and activity fund 
needs. Dr. Robert WilUs budget uia- 
lyst for the Board of Regents, cites 
the building funds of the sdiools as 
being inadequate. 

"The money Is just not accumul- 
ating on students fees fast enough 
to retire the building boi^." com- 
mented Willis. 

"The legislature requires our in- 
stitutions to charge fees that are in 
line with the rest of the country," 
said WiUls. "Ri^t now we are 
slightly below." 
WaUs explains that it is the new 
student unions on both the Florida 
and FSU campuses "feeling the 
pinch right now." 

Since the Slate of Florida has no 
policy of differentiation of fees a- 
mong its State universities, an In- 
crease for one sd»ol vtijM hike 
the fees state-wide. 

"We have resisted having differ- 
entiation," said WUlis. "We have 
found that actually the needs of one 
sdjool are not usually peculiar and 
we want the sdwols to have com- 
parable opportimlties." 
Now still in the planning stages, 
the proposed Increase is before the 
councU of "Presidents awaiting their 
approval sometime this week. 
"We are not trying to get any- 
thing ready for Ae legislature," 
stated Willis. "In fatt the budgets 
have been presented to the leg**; 
lature without an increase In fees. 
No date has yet been set for a 
change in the fee.

Discrimination Students Say They Are For Men Onl

We read recently of a move by the University 
Michigan Interfraternity Council Executive Corrmittee 
to penalize one of its member fraternities. The fra- 
ternity in question was found guilty of practicing re- 
ligious discrimination in its ritual. If it chooses to do 
so the Executive Committee has the power to withdraw 
recognition from the fraternity. 

There was one segment of the statement we would 
like to quote. 

"The Executive Committee recognizes that Trigon 
in Its attempt to integrate a strong religious back- 
ground into a social fraternity, does indeed nurture a 
spiritual ethical development* ' which is not incom- 
patible with the principles of the Interfraternity Council 
or of Michigan fraternities: however, in this attempt 
Trigon has violated an Interfraternity Council Bylaw 
I/v 'I "^;^e«^ry to a fraternity system operating 
witoin the framework of a public university. " 

To defend the fraternities' right to pledge who they 
want would require much more than space permits but 
we would like to point out two basic things. 

First, the initiation ritual is the element of the frater- 
nity t^t serves to give purpose to all facets of fraternity 
ife. When the very content of this ritual is exposed 
. the foundations of the fraternity wiU weaken to the 
poiiu ot collapse. 

Secondly, we would hope the Bylaws of ourlnter-fra- 
ternity Council will never come into direct contradiction

The Civilian Intelligence Agency 
does not recruit this way, nor will 
they ever. They will remain the 
Incldious , shadowy organuatlon they 
are, stamping out any popular, left- 
leaning government in their path. 
The first government tobecrushd* 
t>y !he C.I.A. was that of Premier 
Mohammed .Mossedgh in Iran. His 
unpardonable sin was two-fold. 
First he nationalized the British 
oil monopoly in his country. The 
reaction to this move of incldious 
nationalism in Europe and America 
was a boycott of Iran's oil. Brought 
to the brink of economic ruin by 
this boycott, .Mossadegh was forced 
to make overtures to the Soviet 
Union. This gave the C.I.A the 
excuse it needed. Ir. August of'l953 
Mossadegh was overthrown. To 
quote Andrew TuUy fr ,m his pro- 
C.l.A. book, CIA The Inside Story, 
•It was an American operatlonfrom 
beginning to end." 
• If the British oil interests In Iran 
won, the Iranians lost. To again 



quote TuUy. "If, the sectlqg up of 
the new r^lme. In which CIA took 
a major pan, no consideration was 
given as to wteiher the newmenJiad 
any intention of attempting to relieve 
the misery of the Iranian people." 
The C.I.A. 's successor to Mossa- 
degh was an ultra-rightist ex-Nazi 
supponer whci unleashed a reign 
of terror on the land. The leaders 
of the left-wing Tudeh Party were 
executed, and hundreds of Iranian 
nationalists were arrested and tor- 
tured. The C.I.A. had scored a 
major victory. 

Arbenz Guzman, elected President 
of Guatemala in 1951, wastte next 
to fall before the C.I.A. He saw 
the desperate need for land re- 
fornis (2% of the population owned 
70^ of the land), and be instituted 
a broad land reform program, i his 
program, among other things, ex- 
propriated a large UnUed Fruit 
(an American co.) land holding, and 
by late 1953 Eisenhower had decided 
than Arbenz had to go. 
The C.I.A. first tried to get Ydi- 
goras Fuentes to replace Arbenz 
whom they were about to depose 
Fuentes refused because of the con- 
ditions they imposed. He reported 
they required that he: 1. Favor 
the United Fruit Company. 2 Des- 
troy the railroad workers labor 
union. 3. Establish a strong-arm 
government. 4. Pay back every 
cent that was to be Invested In the 
operation.

There are 12 committees in the 
union and the chairmen of these 
committees make up the Program 
Council.

In Cambodia the C.I.A. is aiding 
an attempt to overthrow the neutral 
government of Prince Shianouk (ap- 
parently ihe C.I.A. Is the reason 
why "neutralism can't work"). And 
in Brazil the C.I.A. helpedoverthrow 
the Goulart government. 
Only this week, the opposition party 
in Malaysia charged the C.I.A. with 
trying to set up a military dictator- 
ship in Malaysia, and with encourag- 
ing communal conflict. They blamed 

last years' racial riots ontheC.I.A. 
also. 

The L-2 incident, the Bay of Pigs, 
the Congo. C.l.A.'s record is far 
longer and dinier than the few in- 
cidents I've mentioned here. And 
C.I.A. activity does not even stop 
at our border. Inside the United 
States the C.I.A. is increasing its 
power. V is subsidizing publishing 
houses and rganizing academic 
"Foundations" to serve as C.I.A. 
fronts. The C.I.A. recenUy tried to 
exen its power to supress a criti- 
cal book, "The Invisible Govern-
